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U.S., Russia to speed up 
nuclear arms destruction

WASHINGTON — President Clinton 
and Russian President Boris Yeltsin agreed 
Wednesday to speed the dc.struction of their 
nations’ nuclear weapons. . . ' i 

•*Wc will make the world safer for all of 
us.” Clinton said. 

■'We give mankind hope that our genera- 
tion will be for sure living in peace,” 
Yeltsin agreed, as the two held a joint press 
conference in the formal Hast Room of the 
White House. 

The surprise nuclear weapons deal high- 
lighted two days of talks here. Both men 
described their meeting as the dawn^of a 
new era of partnership between the United 
States and Russia after 40 years of Cold 
War nuclear confrontation. 

The two leaders, who exuded the easy 
waniith of apparent friendship., also signed 
a scries of agreements pledging closer co- 
operation on economic, security, crime, and

environmental concerns. 

"Artcr our talks one thing is clear.” Clin- 
ton .said. "Relations between our nations' 
arc moving forward at full speed." 

Under-thc nuclcar-wcaptins deal, the two 


presidents urged both countries to formally 
ratify the START II treaty, which calls for 
both to cut their long-range nuclear war- 
heads to between 3.000 and 3,500 by 2003. 

Both countries now honor START II as 
binding, but the U.S. Senate never ratified 
it. Clinton and Yeltsin said they hope to ex- . 
chaVige the fully ratified START II docu- 
ments at their 1995 summit. 

Once START 11 is ratified, both nations 
will begin immediaiely to destroy warheads 
rather than stringing out the process over 
nine years. By "shaving several years olT 
,thc iimeiablc,"-.C'linton said, global safety 
-will be enhanced. 

"We save at least seven, maybe more- 
years by doing it right away." YeJtsin said. 

On a related topic. Clinion safd the pair 
had reached "a conceptual agreement^ in 
principle" calling for Russia to-stop selling 
weapons to Iran.

Lawmakers 
return, mull 
amnesty bid

PORT-AU-PRINCE. Haiti — Haitian 
lawmakers cast osjde years of fear to re- 
convene Wednesday — inside a ring of 
barbed wire and 600 American soldiers — 
and try to build a dumocmiic society. 

But gunshoLTslowed thc first few steps - ' ’ 

toward democracy, witli, pro-army militia- 
men firing on marchers who support the re- 
turn of elected President Jcan-Bcrtrand 
Aristide. One man was critically wounded. 

The shooting broke out just blocks from 
the seaside Legislative Palace, where 
politicians met under U.S. guard to begin 
work on tin amnesty for ijte militaiy Icad- 
*^T.^hir6inited”ATistid(rthrec‘ycars ago. 

Ten pro-Arisiidc lawmakers ended their 
exile for the parliamenta^ session, flying 
in on a U.S.-chartcrcdjetliner. 

At least 3.000 jubilant well-wishers, 
some standing on walls or hanging from 
trees, cheered as vans carried the Icgisla- 
-lors toward the whitc-colonnadcd-building; — - 
—which was-scalcd’off'by'conccrtina wire— '■ 
and 600 American soldiers armed with as-, 
sault weapons. 

Amnesty for the coup and the human 
rights abuses that followed was part of_a 
lust-minute deal between the ruling junta 
.and an American delegation led by former , 
President Carter. The Sept. 18 deal forc- 

stajled-a U.S. invasion. - 

U.S.. officials have strongly backed an 
amnesty to defuse violence by desperate 
Haitian soldiers, who fear retribution if 
Aristide returns. 

As American troops wearing camouflage 
fatigues looked on, several of the returning 
lawmakers hugged friends who greeted 
them as they stepped off-a Boeing 737 jet- 
liner from Miami. 

"We don’t want (army chief Raoul) Cc- 
drast It is Aristide we want!" the crowd 
.sang as a.band played. 

“We are happy about the amnesty bill.” 
said one well-wisher. Nenc Dordilus. sur- 
veying the scene. "These guys can finally 
leave and we can go on.” 

“ Before they left Miami." .severaTof the re-" " 
turning lawmakers said they opposed 
granting the military rulers amnesty, but 
would go along with it in order to restore 
J the elected government to Haiti.

HUD estimated that 600.000 people 
are homeless on any given night, and

combine hou.sing with drug or mental 
health treatment, job training and other 
"services. 

“Now, wc have increasing complex- 
es of disabili^cs and illness among the 
homeless population.” said HUD 
Secretary Henry Cisneros. "The com- 
binalion-of.niental illness and an epi- 
demic of AIDS is a frightening 
prospect, but it's what our homeless 
providers are encountering on the 
streets.”

Magic Valley^ residents can

A familiar routine will commence 
in the next few weeks, m United Way . 
volunteers begin soliciting pledges. _ 

But this year will bring a key dif- 
ference. In the past, the United Way 
of Magic Valley has aimed at an arbir 
trary goal — a sum of money that the 
group’s leaders thought probably 
could be attained. But this year's goal 
is based .on the actual requests of 
member organizations; it reflects def- 
inite, tangible community needs. 

As a result, it’s a higher goal than 
usual. Whereas last year’s goal was 
$275,000. and actual pledges fell a bit 
short of that, this year’s goal will be 
$306,227 - more than the group has 
ever collected in one year.

The United Way is a tremendous 
convenience for donors, too. Instead 
of responding to multiple fund drives 
for those various organizations, 
givers need only authorize a single 
payroll deduction. 

In the past couple of years, the lo- 
cal United Way has come a long way 
toward living down some past prob- 
lems. Under new leadership, it is 
gaining credibility as a key part of the

As the defense Is adamant tn pointing 
. out, the OJ. Simpsoo case is one with* 
out a rnivderweaiM^ witnesses ora.

Each DNA fingerpmt typi- 
cally is corrqwsed of one DNA baiid 
repnsenting the ritaternal chromosome 
ai^ one representing the paternal chro- 
mosome. Altbou^ human DNA is 
more alike than different between p^ 
pie, there ore repons of DNA that differ 
from one persMi to another.

OVERLAND PARK. Kan. - The NCAA 
Presidents Commission, hoping to avoid a sec- 
ond showdown with the Black Coaches Asso- 
ciation, voted Wednesday to let schools in 
some coses choose between their own SAT 
freshmen requiremenus and the NCA/N’s. 

Given full authority to set their own test 
score standards, schools could, in theory, do 
away with those requirements altogether for a 
. few athletes who don't qualify to compete as 
freshmen. They still couldn’t compete, but 
they could get scholarship aid and practice.

6-year-old testifies 
in sex abuse trial

TWIN FALLS - A 6-year-old sex abuse 
victim took the stand Wednesday and ae- 
cu.sed 40-ycar-old Raul. Aspeytia of raping 
her. 

In a hushC'd Twin Falls courirootn, the 
young girl repeated charges lhal the Filer 
resident repeatedly abused her in January of 
this year, while her mother was al work. 

She told how Aspeytia watched porno- 
graphic movies - and then rc-cnacied the 
sex-acts, using the tiny girl's body as his 
prop. She told how he forced her to lick 
syrup off his genitals, mimicking the naked 
actors. 

The child clutched a teddy bear, while 
waiting to take the stand, and the jury 
.strained to he.ir hcr'rccuunl the abuse - at 
times her voice was barely audible. 

. . Later Wednesday, a .Twin Falls.pediatri- 
cian. Barton Adrian testified, saying the 
child's story - and her injuries - were "cun- 
sistent" with sexual .ibuse. Adrian exam- 
ined the victim in January. 1 le .said her gen- 
italia. were very iiiflamcd, and her rectum 
Had two distinct legions and a centimeter 
long laceraiiun. 

Under cross-examination from Aspey- 
lia's attorney. Adrian said. he believed that 
the girl had been anally penctnitcdi al least 
-once.-But-he-couldn’|-say-with-a-degrcc-of- 
ecrtainiy whether she'd been repeatedly 
victimized, 

Early Wednesday afternoon, the stale 
rested, and Aspeylia's defense began. 

Prosecutors hoped to introduce hearsay 
evidence to bolster their charges: they 


wanted the victim's two brothers to repeat ■ 
for the jury comments the child made about 
the abuse in January. 

But District Judge Daniel Mcchl blocked: 
the tcsu'niony - at least for the time being - 
saying the te.slihiony might unfairly preju- 
dice the jury. 

While Aspeylia's trial proceeded, another 
accused child molester faced a jury just 
down the hall. 

Herman Clifford Kuy. 46. watched 
passively as Twin Falls County Prosecu- 
tor G. Richard Bevan presented the 
state's case. 

Kay is accused of kidnapping and sexual- 
ly molesting a 4-year-old Twin Falls girl in 
July of 1993. Wedne.sday, the girls parents 
testified about the day their daughter disap- 
peared for two hours, and reappeared with 
talcs of .sexual abuse. 

The mother recounted the dried tear 
tracks that lined her daughter's face that 
evening, and spoke of the hclplc.ssnc^ she 
fell when she learned of her daughter's 
abuse: 

Defense attorneys vigorously questioned 
the parents, and the police officials that 
handled the case, looking for inconsisten- 
cies or euntradiclions to exploit. Attorneys 
clashed repeatedly, and the jurors were 
moved to an adjoining room, while counsel 
made their objections.

Siitlivan said, “and we support 
the amendment and passage of the 
Old Faithful Protection Act." ' 

The amendment suggested by 
Sullivan would allow Wyoming and 
Idaho to regulate geothermal devel- 
opment on slate and private land 
within the Yellowstone area, provid- 
ed that each state develops regula- 


tions to protect Yellowstone. " 

Last week, the U.S. Senate Energy 
and Natural Resources Committee 
approved an amendment by S^en. 
Malcolm Wallop. R-Wyo.. and Sen. 
Larry Craig, R-ldaho. to exempt 
Wyoming and Idaho from provi- 
sions of the bjll. The states would be 
exempted from provisions giving the 
v/ederal government authority over 
the use of state water and develop- 
ment on lands outside the park. 

Wallop, the ranking Republican 
on the committee, said there is no 
■ proposed geothermal development 
in Idaho or Wyoming that could 
harm the park's geyser system. 


Approval ,of the amendment 
prompted the committee chairman. 
Sen. Dale Bumpers. D-Ark.; to com-

Perry: NATO should

SEVILLE. Spain (AP) — NATO 
should respond "with compelling 
force.” not ju.st tii-for-tat. against 
Bosnian Serb aggressors. Defense 
Secretary William Perry said

Arriving in this ancient Spanish 
city for a two-day meeting of 
NATO defense ministers. Perry 
said he hopes to persuade his coun- 
terparts to support a wider use of 
air power to respond to Bosnian 
Serb defiance of. safe havens and 
other international agreements con- 
cerning the former Yugoslavia. 

"We need a robust response to it 
and not a small response." Perry 
said in an interview with reporters. 
“When wc go in. I want to go in 
with compelling force.. force not 
necessarily just proportionate to the 
act that was taken but enough to 
make it clear that there’s a heavy 
price to pay for violating these 
rules that NATO has established." • 

NATO planes have scrambled six 
times this year to fire on.Bosman Serb 
forces violating various safe zones or 
other agreements. But the results have 
been minimal. Official repons say 
those strikes claimed two tanks, four 
jet fi ghte rs, one ailing antitank 
weapon and one tctii. 

Stepped-up air assaults Would not 
only prevent violations by Bosnian 
Serb forces hut also would bTunt 
their advantage on the ground in 
heavy weapons, according to Perry. 

Perry said he sees no support 
among the European allies' for lifting 
the amis embargo over the embattled 
Balkan region. Countries such as 
France. Spain and Britain are con- 
cerned about the saigty of their own 
U.N. peacekeepers in Bosnia.

North Korea, U.S. try 
to bargain at meeting

— GENEVA-(AP-) — iNonh .Korean 
and U.S. nugoiiators looked for bar- 
. gaining room Wednesday in their 
firmly drawn lines over North 
Korea’s nuclear program, then said 
they would try again. 

The three hours of talks at mid- 
day Wednesday were "very serious 
and businesslike." said a North 
. Korean official. A U.S. official 
described the session as "an exten- 
sive exchange of Viev/s." 

Both officials spoke on condition 
. of anonymity, and neither would 
provide dclails pf the talks. 

The two sides arc to meet again 
todayVtheir seventh Stssion iit a 
row. the North Korean official said. 

In Pyongyang, North Korea’s 
government renewed its protest 
against the United States’ indefinite 
deployment of a naval battle group 
oft the Korean peninsula because of 
tensions over the nuclear program. 

The oltirial Rodong Sinmun news- 
paper in Pyongyang said the deploy- 
ment amounted to "gunboat diploma- 
cy" devised by "hard-line conserva- 
tive forces" in the United Stites to try 
to force concessions in Geneva.

Marines face difficult battle to wrest Peleliii from the Japanese

By the third day of the Pclcliu invasion it 
was clear that the Island would not be taken 
in a single rush. 

The previous day, Sept. L7. the 

2nd Battalion. 1st Marine Regiment had 
fought its way up Hill 200. It had been a 
nightntarc in 1 12 degree heat with no 
shade. Unyielding coral rock with razor* 
sharp, edges tore at the climbing 
Marines. And then there were the enemy 
gunners, popping out of caves to knock 
out tanks and shoot Marines at point- 
blank range or roll grenades down ihe- 
slopc.. 

By the end of the day,, the battalion^ 
had reached the top — only to come 
under fire from Hill 210 just across a 
ravine. When the lop of that hill was 
reached, the enemy poured fire in from

cvcry dircction and launched a counter- 
attack so vicious that the Marines were 
almost driven back. 

Regimental commander Ll. Col. Lewis 
VChcsiy” Puller had fo commit all his 
rc.scrvcs. including troops borrowed from 
the 7th Marine Regiment. 


And these were only outposts for the cpro - 
of the Japanese, defenses in the Umurbrogdl' 
mountains. Hundreds of .caves lay ahead, 
each bristling with enemy troops and guns. 
The core of the Japanese position, was 
encountered on Sept. 18 when a flanking 
company was nearly annihilated by a bar- 
rage. This point bccamcJcnown as Bloody 
Nose Ridge and would not fall under Nov. 
25. ■ 

' An attempt was made to get behind 
Bloody Nose. Capt. Everett Pope led 90 
men of Company C, 1st Battalion. 1st 
Mai'incs up W^t Ridge. It took 'all day. 
but they reached the top of the 100 foot 
rise. 

Then the Japanese countcrattackud 
from three sides. The battle lasted 
through the night. Short of ammunition,' 
the Marines resorted to their fists to beat , 
back cnctny. charges. They threw 


Japanese soldiers over a cliff. Pope won 
the Medal of Honor rallying his men to 
hold their ground. 

By morning, there were only 16 Marines^ 
leR alive atop the hill and only nine were able 
to still lift a rifle. Pope was ordered to with- , 
draw the next day. . _ . , 

The 5th Marine Regirncnt moyed up 
West Road to surround the Umurbrogal 
hills. They ran into Amiangal Mountain, 
honeycombed with caves and bunkers. 
"Sherman” tanks fired directly into some 
cave mouths while tank-dozers sealed olT 
others. 

.The Army's 32lst Infantry Regiment of 
the 8 1st “Wildcpt" Infantry Division rcin- 
.forced the Marines. 

A task force under Capt. George Neal 
was formed willT seven "Shermans.” six

On Sept. 27. the 5th Marines rim into the 
largest cave network on the island, defend- 
ed by 1.000 of the enemy. It occupied the 
entire northern coast, dominating the road. 
It was supported by enemy gun po.siiions ' 
across the 1. 000 .yard strait to>the isidls of 
Negesebus and Kongauru. 

The Marines called in both naval' and 
land-based artillcr>' fire. A heavy smoke 
screen .was also laid downT Under this 
cover, five amphtraes rolled into the 
strait'to fire directly into the caves. Then 
tanks rushed down the road along with a 
flamethrowirtg amphtrae. 

By afternoon, the burned out caves shel- 
tcre d only the dead-. Ncgcsebus_and' 
Kongauru were then o.ssaulted and cleared.

A slow trip down the Snake offers 
a break from stress of the daily rat race

IRWIN - Lewis and Clark did it. Hucklubcr> 
ry-Finn did-it-ioo— and onyone with n-hnnkcr— 
ing for simple adventure can still experience a 
beautiful river on its own terms. - 
Just head for the South Fork of the Snake 
River. 


Out there, beyond the clamor of civilization, 
life is reduced to its most basic rhythms. The' 
smell of wild mint assumes new importance, 
while jangling telephones and missed deadlines 
fade to insignificance. Solitude has the upper 
hand and there’s time to relax with good friends'. 

The fall spectacle is at its peak now and the . 
scenery is ablaze with color. The nights are get- 
■ ting'diilly. the "days are 'sh'orlcr and most other ' 
boaters have packed it in for the season. Aside 
from a few moose and eagles, the river is on asy- 
lum for beleaguered members of the rat race. 

-Thc-livciicst water is immediately down- • 

stream from Falisadcs Dam: camping gear ; 
should be lashed down in watertight bags or 
bins. Modest boat handling skills arc needed 
and all manner of croft - from canoes, to rafts,' 
to fishing dories - can navigate the Soutli Fork. 

Thohgh it’s .called the "South Fork." the river 
is technically the main stem of the Snake. Even 
so. it’s generally called the South Fork until its 
confluence with the Henrys Fork; both forks 
arc famed for fishing.

"It’s probably the most fulminant 
bacterial infection that I knosv.’* said 
Dr. Robert Austrian, an expert on 
pneumonia and chairman emeritus 
ofrcscarch medicine at the Universi; 
ly of Pennsylvania. “If you arc not 
treated within 'the first 1 6- to 20 
hours, antibiotics will sicrili/e your 
tissues, but they won’t .save your 
life." 

Both bubonic plague and [pneu- 
monic plague can be effectively 
treated with common antibiotics 
such as-<eiracycline. The problem 
is that, with a short incubation pe- 
riod. the bug may not be stopped 
in lime. 

The two forms of plague arc 
caused by the .same bacterium — a 
bug known as "Yersinia pestis." It 
W.-IS ideniificd exactly 100 years 
ago. by a French microbiologist. 
Alc.xander Yersin. who had gone 
to Hong Kong to hunt for the 
germ' that was then wiping out 
thousands of people in southern 
China. 

Since lhcn..lhe rise of vaccines, 
antibiotics, improved sanitation 
and rodent control programs have 
kept the bug in check in many 
countries, including the United 
Slates. 

There arc between 10 and 15 
cases of plague in the .United 
States every year, most of them 

found mostly in the SoulhwestT 
where it is. irunstniticd to people 
by fleas from squirrels, prairie 
dogs and wood rats. 

So far this year, there have two 
fatalities from plague in the Unit- 
ed States, both Navajo boys. 

Worldwide, 1 .582 cases of 
plague were reported to the World 
Health Organizatjoh in 1992, the 
lalcst.ycar for which .statistics arc 
available. The hardest-hit coun- 
tries were Bumiu with 52K cases; 
Vietnam. 437; Zaire. 214; Mada- 
gascar. I9«: and I'cru. 120. How-

“It's a very effective, lethal 
antigen," said Thomas Butler.' of 
Texas Tech University in Lub- 
bock, who is an infectious disease 
doctor and expert on the plague. 

Butler, who helped oversee the 
vaccination of thouMnds of Ameri- 
can soldiers against the plaguc^dur- 
ing ijic Vietnam War, .said the bug is 
so Virulent bicause it is able to avoid 
a person's immune defenses and 


multiply extremely rapidly. 

Although the bacterium quickly 
kills people, some rodents develop 
a tolerance and arc able to jive 
with the infection for a long time. 
When these rodents arc bitten by 
' fleas, the fleas become infected. 

Vaccines have been developed 
for the plague, but they arc not 
routinely used in developing 
countries because outbreaks of 
plague are usually brought under 
control by antibiotics, experts 
siiid. , ,

Street was due more to the Federal 
Reserve's decision Tuesday not to 
boost intcriest rates for the sixth time 
this year. 

■ Much of the gain in durable-goods 
demand come from sharp increases in 
volatile orders for cars and aircraft. 
Still, the advance was brood-based and 
covered all major categories — elec- 
tronic and other electrical equipment, 
primary metals and industrial machin- 
ery. ’ . 

“I don'i know if -remarkable is (he 
word, but we're having one hell of a 
year," said Michael Evans, head of an 
economic forecasting firm in Boca Ra- 
ton, Flu. “Ifwe were looking for any 
sign of a slowdowru we didn't see it in 
this report. We'll hqve to wail for 1995 
for a slowdown."
